Not Director Robert A. Holland 
of the City Art Museum. 

A large number of us know that the figures in 
the Laocoon group are not wrestling with fire 
hose or coils of sphagetti; we can discuss the 
“Naked Truth” from the detached viewpoint of 
estheticism; and we readily admit that there is 
something higher and nobler in the field of paint- 
ing than “September Morn” and its multiple paro- 
dies. 

Because we do appreciate Art, and will appre- 
ciate it more when we see more of it, Director 
Holland is making it possible for us to view a 
few of the Museum’s treasures without walking or 
‘ding up Art Hill, which is steeper than Parnassus 
ever dared to be. 

A loan exhibit of paintings is now on view at the 
Central Library, and the city high schools are to 
have displays of the same sort. Exhibitions of 
paintings in the graded schools will be the next 
step. 

All this, the director admits, is meant to in- 
crease interest in the Museum, the bigger part of 
which cannot be moved or carried about, but will 
stay at its present altituder..}t is intended as a 
lure, to make people forget the grade of the in- 
cline, and to make the O-shaped park road look 
like h straight line to the goal. 

To add to the lure, Holland is planning to make 
the Museum a part of the city’s night life. It will 
be open every night next week (Oct. 6 to 11) ex- 
‘cept Tuesday (Veiled Prophet) night. After the 
festival week visitors have gone home, the plan 
of one open night a week will be tried. If the 
people turn out, there will be.more than one night 
a week. 


Slatue of St. Louis to Have 
a White Way All Its : 


OR is Holland going to let Broadway or 
King’s highway have a monopoly on the 
“White Way” business. He is planning to 

put an immense candelabra on each side of the 

statue of St. Louis, with reflectors turned on the 

Museum building, which will make its classic out- 

lines stand out by night, visible as far away as 

Delmar boulevard. 

One hundred and twenty-two thousand persons, 
lacking a few dozen, visited the Museum in the 
last year of record, ending in April. As the city’s 
population is 831,570 (directory estimate), this 
would mean Sat one-seventh of the people visited 
the Museum. If there were any way of knowing 
who went twice or oftener, and of counting every 
person but once, this proportion might fall to one- 
tenth or one-twelfth. 

That is good, as far as.it goes, or as near as it 
comes. But Director Holland thinks he can make 
more persons visit the Museum in the next year, 
and can make them want to go oftener. 

And when enough persons want to see the Muse- 
um, he says, a way will be made for them to get 
there. 

That means, the director further explains, that 
a car line to the Museum will be built. This has 
come to be, in his three years of directorship a 
matter of heart’s desire with Holland. 

“IT would not for a moment propose,” he said 
Friday, “to have tracks laid across the part of the 
park which Art Hill overlooks. The only place 
for tracks is in the wooded’ tract south of the 
Museum, as a connection with the Market line. 
And the tracks would have to be depressed. This 
is feasible; in fact, it has been worked out by 
engineers. The tracks would not be a source of 
danger, an and would not cross any roadway or foct- 
path at grade. 

“We have tried an automobile line, and {t was 
impossible to keep it up. At a time when crowds 
want to reach the Museum, automobile service is 
wholly insufficient ta get them there. At other 
times, the patronage {s insufficient. 

“T don’t know what the attitude of the United 
Railways Co. is. It seems to me that it would he 
profitable to operate the short spur as a connec- 
tion of the Market line, because of the increased 
number of persons who would thus visit the park.)

At the British army maneuvers an engagement 
between aeroplanes and an airship is adjudged to 
have demonstrated the superiority of the aero- 
planes. The Delta, a lighter-than-air craft, was 
overtaken, we are told, in six minutes by the 
heavier-than-air craft, which proceeded to make 
rings about her, throwing bombs down on her 
from above atid firing. on her from other direc- 
tions.

extraordinary pages of all hjstory. San Jacinto 
ranks next after the battles of Saratoga and Get- 
tysburg, among the decisive battles fought on this 
continent. Saratoga proved the British could not 
subdue their revolting American colonists; Gettys- 
burg determined the fate of the Confederacy; San 
Jacinto pushed Mexican rule southward from a 
vast region on the Pacific coast, and from an in- 
land region including all-of Texas, with parts of 
New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado and Wyoming. 
Mexico’s nortbern boundary was soon thereafter, 
and as a result of that decisive battle, to be fixed 
for 80 years at the Rio Grande. " 

The battle of San Jacinto was in character 
unique. It was won with the Bowie knife, against 
odds of three to one; won by undisciplined plains-' 
men opposing Santa Anna’s best drilled and best 
equipped regiments. It was the only battle in 
which the lesser army lured the greater into a 
position from which there was no escape for elther 
except by death or yictory. Houston, retreating 
before Santa Anna, led him into a region bounded 
by swamps and marshes on two sides, by a wide, 
deep bayou on another and a narrow bayou, branch 
of the first, on the fourth éide. Houston backed 
into his position and Santa Anna followed. Then 
Houston burned the bridge across the narrow 
bayou, the only entrance or exit of the theater 
of battle. 

“We've got ’em now,” he told his men, and’ 
they bad them, all right, but {t was a question 
what the 850 Texans would do with the 2500 Mex- 
icans now that they had them. No such question 
eutered the minds of the Texans, however. They 
mutually agreed they would capture enough Mex- 
icans to give each Texan one for a body servant, 
and kill the remainder. 

The little armies were camped a few hundred 
yards apart over night. The Texans attacked next 
morning. They fired one volley as they ran for- 
ward, then for a few minutes clubbed guns; then, 
when guns could no longer be swung for the jam, 
they settled down to real fighting with their long 
knives. At that game they out-Romed the short- 
sworded Roman phalanx. The Mexicans broke 
and fled. Hundreds fell. Hundreds drowned in 
swamps and bayous. The Texans captured @p- 
proximately 900—enough to give each a body serv- 
ant, as agreed. Losses on the Texan side were 
very few. Houston got a leg wound, and a paint- 
er born years afterward has preserved the scene 
of old Gam lying under a tree near the bayou 


bank, accepting the formal snbmission of Gen. 


Santa Anna, who had been found by Texan scouts 
hiding in the tall grass at a marsh's edge. Souve- 
nir hunters today eagerly cut bits off the tree 
under which the wounded Houston lay; it is, so 
far as anybody in that country knows, any one.of 
a dozen mossy cypresses. 

Last time I saw the old darkey who Is believed 
to have been Sam Houston’s body servant at San 


‘Jacinto, the old man was gorgeously attired in 


run-down brogans, opened up with a knife to af- 
ford ventilation; black broadcloth trousers byilt 
for a six-foot man (he is himself about 4 feet 10 
inches tall); a brocaded vest over a frayed but 
spotiessly clean white dress shirt, open-front white 
collar and flowing black tie; a ministerial bDieck 
coat, whose long tails near swept the ground, and 
a battered silk top hat. He told me that day he 
was 102 years old;*that he was living in LaPorte, 
a town halfway between Houston and Gan Jacinto, 
on Buffalo Bayou; that he had just been forced 
té use a shotgun to drive a “brash young buck 
nigger” out of his cabin. The old man explained 
he had lately taken another wife and it bothered 
him to have such trash “prowlin’ around.” 

The San Jacinto battlefield is now a State park 
and bids fair in time to rival the Alamo at San 
Antonio as a Texan and @ national shrine of

In April, 
1908, Pulitz died by his own hand in Athens, ac- 
cording to Der Roland. News of the suicide 
reacher Princess Sophie a few hours after her en- 
gegement to the Grand Duke had been canceled 
at her earnest request and just when the Grand 
Ducal family, possibly on the advice of the Em- 
peror’s sister, the Greek Crown Princess, had de- 
cided to place no further barrier in the way of the 
ceuple. 

She Meets the Banker’s Son. 

From that moment Princess Sophie pined, and 
repeatedly expressed her desire to die and rejoin 
her lover. 

The Emperor's sister followed Pulitz’s coffin to 
the grave to show her intense grief. About that 
time the Princess and her family made the ac- 
queaintance of the Bleichroeders, the great German 
banking family, whose money alone, according to 
popular belief, enabled Germany to wage war suc- 


cessfully against France fn 1870. 


Hans von Bleichroeder, then studying jurispru- 
dence at the University. obtained admission to 
Heidelberg Palace, and on the first day he met 
Princess Sophie, then described as nervous and 
impulsive, with an almost hysterically romantic 
temperament, rather undisciplined and less preju- 
diced than most royal ladies. She was, in fact, of 
the impassionéd Wagnerian type, as romantic as 
Louise of Coburg, Countess Montignoso and other 
sentimental princesses of recent history. 

Social intercourse with the royal house was re- 
garded as the equivalent for a loan. The Monta- 
zeitung says cf young Bleichroeder’s attachment 
that perhaps he did not love her, that it is certain 
that although the Princess was ready to sacrifice 
everything for Hans, he urged her not to sacri- 
fice her title for marriage with him, but rather 
to resign herself to the inevitable. It was not 
dislike of his connection with finance that pre- 
vented the Grand Duke. giving his consent to the 
union, but the Emperor knew of the Bleichroeder 
loan to the Princess’. family and feared inferences 
would be drawn. 

Finally the Emperor intervened, pointing out 
that such opposition could only be removed by, 
the Princess giving up her title, It is suggested 
in Berlin that possibly the origin of the Princess’ 
liking for Bleichroeder was really rather a duti- 
ful desire to help her famfly than any Mfatuation 
for the young banker. 

According to Der Roland Princess Sophie never 
referred to her lover more ardently than, “Not e 
bad sort.” The Berliner states that there was to 
be a final discussion of the affair between the 
legal representatives of the Emperor and. the 
Grand Duke the following day. so the Princess, 
knowing there Was'no way out, put an end to @ 
life which has been « succession of disastrous dis.

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D’Annunzio’s Latest Drama, ‘‘Le 
Fer,” and a Rollicking Com- 
edy Made From’ Baudet’s 
“Tarascon” Likely to Lead 
Among the Paris Successes. 


By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 
UITE in keeping with my con- 
templation, in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, of the new plays 
now on the London stage, as bearing 
upon the dramatic outlook in this coun- 
try, will be found this present study of 
certain important theatrical offerings 
now interesting Paris and Berlin play- 
goers, or which soon will be seen in 
those cities. 

The most important of these offer- 
ings, perhaps, will be encountered when 
Gabriel D’Annunzio’s latest drama, its 
French version entitled ‘‘Le Fer,” is 
presented at the-Ambigu Theater in 
Paris early during the current season. 
D’Annunzio, always morbid and deca- 
dent, “‘runs true to form” in this play. 
Its story concerns a mature but still 
charming widow, who is in love with 
a morphine fiend. Her lover has finan- 
cial difficulties, which he confides to 
the widow. She herself is not wealthy, 
but she has a wealthy married son. 
She suggests to her lover that it might 
be a good plan for him to*‘pay court 
to her son’s beautiful wife, and through 
her to the son himself, until he gets 
on such terms that the son may be in- 
duced" to lend him the money needed 
to pay his debts. The lover follows 
her advice, but falls in love with the 
son’s wife, who as promptly falls in 
love with him. The widow’s suspicions 
are aroused. When she taxes her lover 
with infidelity to her, he retorts that 
the scheme was her own and that she 
has only herself to thank for being sen- 
timenta]ly left in the lurch. Upon which 
the widow kills her lover. . 

It is expected that D’Annunzio’s un- 
deniably rich gifts as a poet and dram- 
atist, degraded .in their employment 
though they are, will be found to have 
made a powerful play of this story. 
Mme. Berthe 
the luckless widow, M. Le Bargy as 
her lover, and Mile. Henriette Roge-s 
as the lovely 'wife of the widow a 
wealthy son. 


Very much more cheerful is the rol- 
licking character-comedy, ‘‘Tartarin,” 
made from Alphonse Daudet’s two de- 
lightful. books, ‘‘Tartarin de Tarascon” 
and ‘“‘Tartarin sur les Alpes,’’ which is 
now being presented at the Porte St. 
Martin Theater to the vast entertain- 
ment of the Parisian playgoing public. 

The main incidents of the play have 
been taken from ‘‘Tartarin sur _ les 
Alpes,"”’ which, as a writer in the Sep- 
tember number of the Theater Magazine 
points out, offers more material for dia. 
matic contrast and physical spectacle 
than the mirth*provoking chronicle of 
the sleepy little village of Tarascon. The 
exploits of the hero as shown in the 
play, it is said, are more serious then 
they appear in the book, and much of 
the Dickens-like atmosphere of gayevy, 
good humor and sentiment vanish in the 
brutal glare of the footlights. Neverthe- 
less, it is conceded that the stage ver- 
sion is well worth while, “As a spec- 
tacle,” says the Theater Magazine's 
commentator, “‘the new play is richly 
interesting and presents some nove) pic- 
tures. These are, as they should ove, 
merely the background for the bpast- 
ing, lying, grandiloquent, naive ani 
timid Tartarin. Its essential, then, is 
an actor capable of being Tartarin. He 
must.be Daudet’s hero, actual, authen- 
tic, unique, full of gayety, fanitasy, 
Parisians claim 
that they recognize all these qualities 
in M. Vilbert, who has won, in conse- 
que , an additional step or two on 
the Tecatrtcet ladder.”’ 

So emphatic is Vilbert’s triumph, !n- 
deed, that. he. is declared to come very 
near holding’ the position once held b) 
the lamented Coquelin. This: is Jue to 
the fact that, accepting Tartarin as 1 
true Gallic type, precisely as they ac- 
cepted the immortal Cyrano de Berge- 
rac, the playgoers of Paris concede the 
character-truthfulness of Vilbert’s por- 
trayal and acclaim him accordingly. He 
is now one of the most distinguishe:l 
figures of the French stage. 


At the Royal Casino in Paris a con- 
vincing friumph. stems to have been 
scored by a three-act operetta entitled 
“T/Amour Patriotic,” . its Ubretto by 
MM. Gally and Kolb, its score by Claude 
Terrace, book and music alike being 
unreservedly praised by the Parisian 
reviewers. 

The action of the story {fs in France 
during the Reign of Terror. Dorvigny, 
a popular author, in love with Sylvette, 
a beautiful flower girl, suspects her of 
having become the mistress of the Mar- 
quis de Prevalan, a Royalist noble- 
man. The Marquis fs on the point of 
being arrested when Dorvigny gener- 
ously helps him. to escape. Dorvigney 
then. enlists {In the Republican army 
and is sent to the front. Sylvette, lov- 
ing him very truly, induces her Aunt 
Colombe to chaperon her and visits the 
Republican camp as a vivandiere. The 
Republican forces are besieged by Roy- 
alist troops under the command of the 
Marquis de Prevalan, who enters their 
camp in disguise. He is in imminent 
peril of capture, when Dorvigney, mag- 
nanimous to the last, again aids him to 
escape. In the final act Dorvigney is 
made to realize beyond all doubting the 
sincerity of Sylvette’s love for him, the 
Marquis in turn saves Dorvigny’s life 
and himself joins the Republicans and 
the story ends happily. 

The operetta’s score is said to be un- 
commonly melodious and its dramatic 
presentation especially admirable.

-- European Sale Records Prove 
_ .$500,000 Swindle. 


7 TRUNKSFUL OF FIGURES 


He Declares Boyce & Co. Prof- 
ited’ by Change of Grade and 
Increased Weight. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JACKSON, Miss., Sept. 27.—Follow- 


ing the return last week from Europe 
of Detective Harry Fagan, a Burns 
operative, where he went to get rec- 
ords bearing.on shipments of cotton 
made by the firm of C. .R, Boyce & 
Co. of Memphis, against whom the 


State of Mississippi has filed a suit to |. 


recover $300,000 for alleged fraudu- 
lent purchases from the penitentiary 
farm, Gov. Brewer has announced 
that he. whl send a special message 
to the Mississippi Legislature giving 
the people of the State every detail 
of the investigation into the trans- 
actions. 

The evidence gathered in the cot- 
ton markets of Europe, as well as the 
State records, will be turend over to 
the grand jury for consideration, ac- 
cording to the Governor. 

Fagan brought back records filling 
seven. trunks, showing the details, 
he says, of every shipment made by 
the Boyce firm from 1908 up to the 
time the Governor removed the Peni- 
tentilary Board. 

» Told Recorq Was Impossible. 

This is the proof the Governor says 
Ihe .told the people of Mississippi he 
intended to get and which he was told 
by many cotton experts in the United 
States and Europe could not be ob- 
tained because of the lIong lapse of 
time covered in the exportation of 
the cotton. 

An examination of the records com- 
piled by the detective show these 
facts, according to Gov. Brewer: 

“Boyce bought the cotton in large 
lots from Parchman farm, say, and 


q bought it all as one grade or stable. 


Say*it was a+middling grade, for in- 


it@tance. The cotton was. shipped out on 


the same day as the sale but the mark 


‘of the State farm was removed or oblit- 


erated and the bill of lading to New 
Orleans showed a different mark, 
Boyce’s own private and particular 
mark. 

“Our contention is that the private 
mark was the indication of the Boyce 
company on the other side of the water 
what the true grade and staple of the 
cotton. was. 

“We have found also that there were 
discrepancies in practically every lot of 
cotton sold, and that the weights of the 
shipments invariably were increased 
from the time they left Parchman plan- 
tation until they reached. the warehouses 
of Boyce & Co.,-in Liverpool. 

Each Shipment Followed. 

“It is clear to me that the cotton was 
undersold by the State of Mississippi, 
and that enormous profits were made oi 
it, to.which the State was entitled but 
did not get. 

“The record of Mr. Fagan takes the 

cotton at the first record of sale, and 
follows it through the change of marks 
to New Orleans, where it was handled 
on a through bill of lading to Boyce & 
Co. in England or elsewhere. It shows 
the weight at the farm and the weights 
at destination. It shows the original 
marks and the private or code marks 
substituted for them. It shows the real 
grade and the grade at which it was 
sold by the trustees to Boyce & Ca” 
_- Whether there was a partnership ar- 
rangement between the Boyce firm and 
the officials-of the State convict farms 
and the penitentiary..trustees, the Gov- 
ernor says he has not yet been able to 
learn definitely. He can only surmise, 
he declares, that thefe was some sort 
of understanding, because it hardly 
seems possible, in his opinion, that per- 
ens who had the sale of such quanti- 
ties of cotton would allow somebody 
else to make $500,000 without sharing in 
she profits.

The power of public sentiment is to be 


' invoked by citizens of Walnut Park, in 


a 


the northwestern section of the city, to 
compel the United Railways Co. to pro- 
vide adequate street car facilities on 
Florissant avenue, between Calvary and 


Robin avenues. 

"Residents of the district told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that during the last 
10 years they had presented numerous 
petitions to Capt. Robert McCulloch of 
the Railways company, requesting him 
to provide sufficient cars for handling 
the traffic. These petitions, they de- 
clared, had gone to the waste basket. 
Through their improvement associations 
they had adopted resolutions, but these, 
too, had been ignored. 

‘We have nothing now to fall back 
upon except the power of public senti- 
ment,” said Charlies Laxton to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, as spokesman for a 
committee representing the improvement 
associations. ‘If the people of the city 
knew the conditions there would be a 
wave of public sentiment that we be- 
HMeve would force the Railways company 
te act. 

Dinky Cars Operated. 
‘Between’ the terminus of the Belle- 
fontaine and Union lines, at Bernays 
and Calvary avenues, on Florissant ave- 
nue, to Robin avenue, in the heart of 
the Walnut Park district, there is a 
single track of street railway. Cars of 
the dinky type are operated on this 
stretch of road, about 1500 feet in length. 

‘Morning and evening these cars are 
crowded to such an extent that pas- 
gengers are endangered. Almost every 
evening people have to ride home on the 
fenders of the cars, or hook an arm 
through a window and hang to the side 
of the car. 

“At times I have seen as many as 
Bix people hanging on the side of a 
car at one time. Many people, unable 
to get on the cars, are’ forced to walk 
home. : 

“The company has no franchise to 
build a street railway in Florissant 
avenue. The single-track is laid un- 
der a. Mayor's permit, [ understand. 
What we desire is to have the Mayor 
issue a permit to the company for 
another track on the street, pending 
the passage of a franchise ordinance. 


Could Get Cars This Fall.. 

“If that ds done, cars may be put 
into operation this fall. If we have 
to wait. until a franchise can be. en- 
acted it probably would be two years 
before we could get any relief. 

“The Union avenue line terminates 
at Florissant avenue, at the same 


point that the Bellefontaine does. 
Fhe construction of the Terminal 
Rrade crossing at Union avenue 


makes it necessary to stop the Union 
cars at Braun avenue. Passengers 
who wish to take the Union avenue 
line have now to walk around this 
construction work.” Be

$100,000 Estate. © 


Each Demands Privilege of 
Burying Relative and of

ago old John O'Connor of this city died, 


leaving $100,000 in cash in bank and 
first-class real estate. He had lived a 
recluse and died a miser. 

If he had any relatives he never men- 
tioned them. In the many years he 
lived at Hastings he was never known 
to have received a letter. He took no 
newspapers and held as little commun- 
icatian” with people as possible. Some 
weeks ago he died without leaving a 
will. His property was takgn in charge 
by the court and advertisements for 
relatives were inserted in local news- 
papers. 

As soon as it became known that a 
fortune of $100,000 awaited some O’Con- 
nor, the pilgrimage of O’Connors for the 
Mecca of Hastings began. ©’Connors 
came singly and in droves. Some few 
who could not make the trip to Ne- 
braska wrote*reams and reams, telling 
all about their brother, father, grand- 
father, cousin, stepbrother, brother-in- 
law, etc.

awoke to the fact that the old man was 
its relative. Men who had passed old 
John O’Connor on the street every day 
for 10 years without recognizing him, 
dis¢overed within the last month that 
he was undoubtedly related to their 
mothers. Young meh have made the 
important discovery that the old man 
was their fathers’ long lost brother, 
who ran away from home when a boy 
and changed his name.

The accusations grew out of a suit 
for $20,000 damages against Dr. Benjamin, 
Shanklin of 1514 South Jefferson avenue, 
who is charged with alienating the af- 
fections of Simmons’ wife, Frances. The 
petition was filed Thursday by Mason, 
and alleges that the physician induced. 
Mrs. Simmons, a wife for 25 years and 
the mother of a-grown daughter, to ac- 
company him ona trip to Yellowstone 
Park. 

Husband Asked Divorce. 

About two weeks ago Mason filed suit 
for divorce tn Simmons’ behalf, the 
ground alleged being that Mrs. Simmons 
had left. the city with a man, whose 
name was not mentioned. At the same 
time Mason prepared the alienation pe- 
tition, naming Dr. Shanklin, but did not 
file it. 

Information as to the prospective suit 
reached two of Dr. Shanklin’s | friends, 
Tom F. Masterson and Frank L. Ditt- 
meier, real estate dealers, with. offices 
at 806 Chestnut street. They opened ne- 
gotiations with Mason for the purpose 
of ensnaring him, Dittmeler said last 
night. They said they inquired on what 
terms the alienation suit could be set- 
tled out of court, and were told by Ma- 
son that his client demanded $5000, Ditt- 
meler says he made a counter offer of 
$2500, which was refused.

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 27.—Mrs. Re- 


becca P. Gay, years old, a leading 
Christian Science practitioner and di- 
vorced wife of John H. Gay, wealthy 


proprietor of a hotel near San Diego, 
was found murdered today in her of- 
fice in the H. W. Hellman Building. 
She had been killed with a piece of gas 
pipe Friday night. She evidently had 
been. dead 10 hours when found. Her 
money and other property had not been 
disturbed. 

The body was discovered by Mrs. 
Schaeffer, who cleans the offices. She 
this afternoon gave to detectives a de- 
ecription of a man who, they believe, 
is the slayer. 

Mrs. Schaeffer was leaving Mrs. Gay's 
office at 4 o'clock yesterday when a 
man entered. Mrs. Gay asked him: “Are 
you the man who telephoned?” and he 
said, “‘Yes.’’ 

Collar Found Beneath Window. 

Mrs. Schaeffer left the room. A stained 
collar found this afternoon on a roof 
directly beneath an open window in 
the office of Mrs. Gay, is the most 
promising clew the police have obtained. 

Thé gas pipe with which the killing 
was done was about fourteen inches 
long and three-quarters of an inch dn 
diameter. The pipe was wrapped in a 
piece of manila paper. It was left in 
the room by the slayer, and an indis- 
tinct print of his thumb was discoy- 
ered on a door. There was no evidence 
of a struggle in the room, but the walls 
and ceilings testified to the violence of 
the attack on Mrs. Gay. 

The police believe she was struck down 
suddenly when sitting in her wicker 
rocking chair with her head bent for- 
ward, probably tn prayer. The body, 
face downward, was laid on the floer, 
and concealea=from view with letters 
Land wewepapers: taken from a nearby 
table. Most of the papers used were 
cépies of the Christian Sciénce daily 
published in Boston. 

The first blow caused death, the de- 
tectives say, but the slaver struck the 
woman repeatedly until her skull was 
crushed. He evidently made his depar- 
ture leisurely after the crime. When he 
had covered the body with papers, he 
went into the front office, or receptian 
room, where he washed his hands in a 
bowl in a small closet on the east side 
of the room. He then cleaned the basin. 
threw the towel onto the pile of pa- 
pers covering the body. Finally, an en- 
velape, on which was written, ‘Office 
closed Saturday. Mrs. Gay will be in 
office Monday,” was fastened on the 
outside of the door. 

Had Vision of Being Murdered. 

Mrs. Gay told a friend a short 
time ago that she had had a vision of 
being murdered in her offices. De- 
tectives have made a close examination 
of the books kept by the healer and are 
scrutinizing other papers and  ar- 
ticles found in her desk tn an effort to 
establish a motive. A desk calendar 
showed Mrs. Gay had eight office ap- 
pointments yesterday, the names of her 
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visitors being given on the calendar.

HE 1S GUARDED 


\A W. Rayne, Who Shot Physi- 
cian, Gains Liberty Second 
Time in, Ten Days. 
POSSE ON HiIS~ TRAIL 
Telephone Message From Fulton 
Hospital Says Fugitive Was 
Headed for St. Louis. 


A platoon of police was sent to the 
home of Dr. John M. Grant, 5052 West- 
minster place, early last evening to re- 
main on guard about the premises 
throughout the night, after Night Chief 
Gillaspy had been notified that Alexan- 
der W. Rayne, who shot Dr. Grant three 
years ago, had escaped from the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Fulton for 
the second time in 10 days. 

Meanwhile Dr. M. O. Biggs, Superin- 
tendent of the Fulton institution, had 15 
men On horseback and in automobiles 
searching the country around Fulton for 
the escaped lunatie, Dr. Biggs also no- 
tified the police of Mexico, Auxvasse, 
Williamsburg, Mokane, Montgomery 
City and other towns near Fulton to he 
on the watch for Rayne. Parties of 
searchers from some of these towns 
watched the railroad tracks and the 
roads during the night. 

Rayne, who is about 45 years old, 
escaped from the asylum the ‘night 
of Sept. 16. Dr. Biggs notified Dr. 
Grant by long-distance telephone and 
@ police guard was sent to Grant’s 


] house at his request. Rayne was cap- 


tured near Fulton at 10 a m. next 
day. Rayne had written threatening 
letters to Dr. Grant and to Judge 
Hitchcock, who brought about the 
hearing which resulted in his com- 
mittment to the asylum. 

Filed After Eating Supper. 

Dr. Grant was notified by Dr. Biggs 
of the second escape of Rayne short- 
ly after 7 o’clock last evening. He 
communicated the news immediately 
to police headquarters. 

Over the telephone Dr. Biggs told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that Rayne 
made his escape at 6:50 o'clock, just 
after he had finished his supper in 
the asylum diningroom. 

“Rayne,” he said, “was in line 
with other inmates, walking from 
the dining room to the sleeping quar- 
ters, A guard was at each end of the 
line. Rayne suddenly broke out of 
line, openéd an iron door with a key 
which he had obtained in some man- 
ner unknown, passed through, locked 
the door behind him, opened another 
door, left it standing open, and 
dashed out of the grounds, 

“His escape was reported to me 
within. two minutes and I had men 
out after him at once. He ran east, 
rapidly, and disappeared over a hill 
in the direction of Williamsburg. He 
undoubterdly was heading toward St. 
Louis, as he had talked frequently of 
getting back to that city. 


a Railroad Tracks Watched. 
My men are watching the railroad 


tracks at various points. There is no 
way by which he could get to St. Louis 
tonight. His quickest route would be 
by way of Mexico, which is 25 miles 
from Fulton. He might catch the Mis- 
souri Pacific at Mokane, 14 miles away, 
but he did not geo in that direction. I 
do not think he can reach St. Louis in 
any event sooner than two or three 
days. I thought it best, however, to 
notify Dr. Grant at once.”’ 

Dr. Biggs said Rayne was shackled 
when he was taken to the dining-room, 
but the irons were removed there. 
Rayne, he said, is cunning, always plan- 
ning to escape. The superintendent 
stated that Rayne has made no threats 
against Dr. Grant since his first escape. 

Rayne was a patient of Dr. Grant, 
having gone to him first six or seven 
years ago. He served in the navy and 
again went to Dr. Grant for treatment 
in 1910. June 13 of that year ne accosted 
Dr. Grant in front of the physician's 
office at 536 North Taylor avenue, drew 
a revolver and shot him twice, one bul- 
let entering the side and one penetrat- 
ing the head. Dr. Grant was in a hos- 
pital nine weeks after the shooting.

St.~ Louis. Conference, South, 
i Also Would Give Women 
Right to Hold Offices 


TOBACCO PUT UNDER BAN 


Next General Session of Denom-' 
ination Will Be Held in Okla- 
homa City Next May. 


JACKSON, Mo., Sept. 27.—The St. 
Youls confePence of the Southern Meth- 
odist Church, in session here this after- 
noon, passed resolutions asking the next 
general conference to give women equal 
rights with men in church matters, and 
to take action against the use of to- 
hacco by ministers. The general con- 
ference will meet in Oklahoma City 
miéxt May. 

The woman's rights duscussion was 
the more lively of the two, and the vote 
by which the resolution passed was 41 
to 39. 

The Rev. Nelson B. Henry of Bonne 
Terre presented the first resolution, 
which asked the general conference to) 
give women the right of voting and of 
holding the offices of steward, trustee 
and delegate to conferences. He argued 
that such action should be taken as a 
recognition of women’s efficiency in 
church work, and that as, in some 
emall places, the women do most of the 
church work, they should be eligible to 
the offices. 

Women Vote Against It. 

To emphasize his point, the speaker 
turned to the women in the audience— 
there were thirty or forty, mostly resi- 
dents of Jackson—and asked them to 
signify their preference. 7 

“Do you think you ought to made eli- 
gible to office in the church?’’ he asked. 
“Or would you rather be left as you are 
now? Will all the ladies who believe 
women should be on an equality with 
men in the church, please stand?’ 

Only a few women arose. When he 
asked those to stand who opposed the 
movement, the others got up, outvoting 
the suffrage contingent by a heavy ma- 
jority. 

There was a laugh at the Rev. Dr.| 
Henry’s expense, but he adroitly turned 
the vote into an argument for his side 
by saying: ' 

“This shows you, brethren, that the 

women are not thrusting themselves 
forward in this matter. The demand 
for recognition of the women comes 
from. the men, who know how indis- 
pensable the women are in the 
church, and who are insisting that 
their services should be enlarged, 
even though they themselves may 
hesitate.” 
«The Rev.» John. E. Godbey of St. 
‘Louis, who was presiding in the apat 
sence of Bishop Hoss, spoke against 
ethe resolution, as did the Rev. Clar- 
ence Burton of Jackson and. J. P. 
Mabrey of Jackson, a layman. They 
said it was difficult now to enlist 
men in church service, through a 
feeling that it was “women’s work.” 
If women were made eligible to 
caurch office,.they. said, the apathy 
of the men would increase. The 
speakers said they loved and honored 
the women, but that their present 
satus In the church was the best 
suited to present conditions. 

The vote in favor of the woman’s 
Tights proposal was rather a sur- 
~ prise, as the committee to which the 

matter was referred had reported 
against it. It is believed the meas- 
ure has a chance of carrying at the 
general conference. The northern 
branch: of the church has for years 
past admitted women to a part in its 
administration. 

The anti-tobacco resolution was in- 
troduced by the Rev. Dr, Henry. It 
Was quaintly ‘worded, stating that 
“In view of the high cost of living, 
and the necessity of retrenchment of 
expenses, to. say nothing of the bad 
example set,” ministers should. re- 
frain from the use of tobacco. The 
resolution called on the general con- 
_ference to make a fule that every 
man, admitted to the ministry should 
pledge himself to abstain from to- 
bacco. i ; 

An aye-and-no vote was taken, ahd 
_there were but few noes. A few 
minutes later, a report by the 
Temperance. Committee, protesting 
_ against the use of tobacco by min- 
“isters, was unanimously adopted. 

Bishop Hoss, entering as the vote 
was being taken, stated his view of 
the tobacco question to the confer- 
ence.

Confirmation’ of the death of Cecil 
Francis Beynan,’ 25’ years old, who was 
drowned in the Ghistochina River in 
Alaska, Aug. 10, yesterday, was re- 
ceived by the young man’s father, J.. L. 
Beynan of 4921 Parkview place, through 
the Department of the Interior. 

The announcement that the Govern.

that the dead man was young Beynan 
prostrated the young man's mother, who 
had steadfastly refused to believe her 
son was dead. 


Mrs. Beynan had received a letter 
from her son two days after telegraphic 
advices from Alaska reported his death.

EXEMPTIONS UNDER LAW 


Interest on Indebtedness, Ex- 
penses of Business and Other 


e Items Not Taxed. 


Br Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—According 


to estimates today by Treasury ex- 
_perts 4%,000 Americans will be taxed 


this spring under the new income tax 
law. 

So far as the taxable American ds con- 
cerned, the income tax law is now 
practically in force against him. While 
the tariff bill, in which the law is 
embodied, will not be signed until next 
week, the first returns must be made 
to the internal revenue collectors be- 
fore March 1, 1914. They will cover the 
income of citizens from March 1, 1913 
to December 31. 

Every single person (citizen or for- 
eign resident) whose annual income ex- 
ceeds $3000, and every married person 
with an income above $4000 is expected 
to report his or her receipts in detail 
to the Government agents March 1 of 
each year.

President Wilson, the Federal 
Judger of the Supreme and inferior 
courts now holding office, and em- 
ployes “of a state or any political 
subdivision thereof,” are the only 
persons specifically exempted from 
the tax by the new law.

Two primary methods of collecting 
tax are contained in the law. One 
is the individual return made by the 
citizen, the.other by employers who 
pay thelr etiployes” taxes ‘“at ‘the 
source.” “Under the law every large 


company employing labor will be’ 


compelled to report any regular sal- 
aries it pays in excess of the $3000 
figures and will pay the ‘taxes for 
its employes and deduct the tax from 
their pay envelopes. 

This payment at the source, will 
apply to salaries, rent, interest, roy- 
alties, partnership profits. and some 
other sources of income,

In figuring up his net income for 
the tax payer, the American business 
man, after deducting $3000 for him- 
self or $4000 if married, will have 
the right to claim the following ad- 
ditional exemptions:

‘Admiral Dewey's Life Story. 
Some Anecdotes of His Career 


Hero of Manila Bay Tells of 
Curious Misunderstanding 
That Marked Last Mo- 
ments of That Battle—His 
Mischievous Boyhood. 


It is an inspiring story fur both 
young and old that Admiral George. 
Dewey tells in his autobi yraphy 
that has just been publisaed by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons. The hero 


‘of the battle of Manila Bay 4s almost 


as good at story-telling au he is at 
sea-fighting and he has chosen go 
make his own story of his life a 
series of delightful anecdotes, some 
of the best of which are herewith 
reproduced, | 
The Admiral {4 66 years old, but 
to this day he has not forgotten, 
amid the elatitas and distractions 
of life, the “lay of the land” at the 
place of his birth. He-writes: 
“During my long stay in the heat of 
Manila Bay after the battle certain an- 
gles of view of the irregular iandscape 
of Luzon from the decry of the flagship 
Olympia often recalled ie Green Moun- 
tains of my boyhoo days. Indeed, I 
never look across 4 stretch of rolling 
country without a feeling of homesick- 
ness for Vermont. My ancestors were 
reared among the New England hills. 
stock. 
whose character has.so eminently im- 
pressed itself on that of the nation. 


“A desire for religious freedom 
brought thé French Huguenot family of 
Douai to Kent, ‘in England, in the lat- 
ter half of the sixteenth century. There 
the name became Duee. In a later time 
a desire for religious freedom sent one 
Thomas Duee, the founder of the Amer- 
ican. family, from Sandwich in Ként to 
Massachusetts, where the name was 
changed to Dewey. He settled at Dor- 
chester in 1634.” 

Youngest of Three Brothers, 

Beginning to tell of himself, our dis- 
tinguished autobiographer says: 

“I was born at Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 26, 
1837, the youngest of three brothers. My 
mother I hardly remember, as she died 
when I was only 6. To my father’s influ- 
ence in my early training I owe, pri- 
marily, all that I have accomplished in

Farragut Dewey’s Ideal. 

Coming to his story of the Civil 
War period, Admiral Dewey said: 

“Farragut has always been my 
ideal of the naval officer—urbane, 
decisive, indomitable. Whenever I 
have been in a difficult situation or 
in the midst of such a confusion of 
details that the simple and right 
thing to do seemed hazy, I have often 
asked myself, ‘Wha. would Farrazut 
In the course of the prepara- 
tions for Manila Bay I often asked 
myself this Guestion, and I confess 
that I was thinking of him the night 
that we entered the bay, and with 
the conviction that I was doing pre- 
cisely what he would have done. Val- 
uable as the training of Annapolis 
was, it was poor schooling beside that 
of serving under Farragut in time 
of war. 

“He was not given to ‘Paper work’ 
\or red tape, by which I mean lengthy 
written detail in his conduct of opera- 
tions. There was a saying that his 
principal place for filing papers was his

I was awake very early, for it was stif- 
lingly hot. Five o’clock came and heard 
no sound of the holy stones on the 
deck. So I went above to find out why 
my orders were not obeyed, and my 
frame of: mind for the moment was en- 
tirely that of the discliplinarian. 

Farragut Swapped Yarns. 

“There was no activity at all on deck. 
I looked around for the officer of the 
deck. He was an old New England 
Whaler, brown as a puccaneer, who had 
enlisted for the war from the merchant 
service. I recollect that he wore small 
gold rings in his ears, a custom with 


lsome of the old-fashioned merchant sai- 


lors who have traveled the world over. 
I found him seated up in the hammock 
netting, where it was cool, with Farra- 
gut at his side. 

“*Why aren’t you cleaning ship? I 
asked. 

“*T think I am to blame,’ said Farra- 
gut, with his pleasant smile. ‘We two 
veterans have been swapping yarns 
about sailing ship days.’ ° 

“The old whaler did not see how he 
could leave Farragut when Farragut 
wanted to talk, and inwardly, perhaps, 
he did not fail to enjoy his position as 
superior to the young executive offi- 
cer’s reprimands.”’ 

Account of Bettle of Manila. 

Admiral Dewey gives his account of 
the battle of Manila, which adds merely 
the personal quantity to the value of 
stories of the affair hitherto printed. 
Says he, after naming the battle order 
of the American ships: 

‘‘The misty haze of the.tropical dawn 
had hardly risen when, at 6:15, at long 
range, the Cavite forts and Spanish 
squadron opened fire. Our course was 
not leading directly toward the enemy, 
but a converging one, keeping him on 
our starboard bow. 

“Our speed was eight Knots and our 
converging course and €ver-varying po- 
sition must have .confused the. Spanish 
gunners. My assumption that the Span- 
ish fire would be hasty and inaccurate 
proved correct. : 

“So far as I could see, none of our 
ships were suffering any damage, while, 
in view of my limited ammunition sup- 
ply, it was my plan not to open fire un- 
til we were within effective range, anc 
then to fire as rapidly as possible with | 
all our guns. 


| “At 5:40, when we were within a dis- 
tance of 5000 yards (two and one-half 
miles), I turned to Capt. Gridley and 
said: | 
“*You may fire when you ‘@re ready, 
Gridley.’ 2 

“While I remained on the bridge with 
Lamberton, Brumby and Stickney. 
Gridley took his station in the conning 
tower and gave the order to the bat- 
tery. The very first gun to speak was 
an eight-inch from the forward turret 
of the Olympia, and this was the sig- 
nal for all the other ships to join the 
action. 

“At about the time the Spanish ships 
were first sighted, 5:06, two submarine 
mines were exploded between our squad- 
ron and Cavite, some two miles ahead 
of our column. On account of the dis- 
tance I remarked to Lamberton: 

‘* ‘Evidently the Spaniards are already 
rattled.’ ° 

“‘Howeter, they explained afterward 
that the premature explosions were due 
to a desire to clear a space in which 
their ships might maneuver.” 

Peculiar Misunderstanding.- 

The last moments of the battle, when 
the attacking force already had the 
victory, but did not know it, were 
marked by * curious piece of misunder- 
standing: 

“Owing to the smoke over tne Spau- 
ish squadron there were no visible signs 
of the execution wrought by our guns 
when we started upon : ir fifth run past 
the enemy. We were keeping up our 
rapid fire, a: | the flagship was oppo- 
site the center of the Spanish line, when, 
7:35, the Captain of the Olympia made 
a report * * * to the effect that on 
board the Olympia there remained only 
15 rounds per gun for the five-inch bat- 
tery. } 

“It was a most anxious moment for 
me.- So far as I could see, the ‘ipanish 
squadron was as intact as ours. I had 
reason to beliove that their supply of 
ammunition was as ample as ours Was 
limited. . Therefore, I decided to with- 
draw temporarily from action for a roe- 
distribution of ammunition if necessary. 
For I knew that 15 rounds of five-inch 
ammunition could be shot awey in five 
minutes. 

“But even as we were steaming out of 
range the distress of the Spanish ships 
became evident. Some ot them were 
perceived to be on fire and others were 
seeking protection behind Cavite Point. 
The Don Antonio de Ulloa, however, still 
retained her position at Sangley Point, 
where she had been moored. Moreover, 
the Spanish fire, with the exception of 
the Manila batteries, to which we had 
paid little attention, had ceased entirely. 

“It was clear that we dic not neel a 
very large supply of ammunition to fin- 
ish our morning’s task: and happily it 
was found that the report about the 
Olympia’s five-inch ammunition had been 
incorrectly transmitted. It was that 15 


rounds had been fired per gun, not that 
only 15 rounds remained.”’

Wonderful Infield of the Ath- 
letics Expected to Offset Any 
Weakness Developed in the 
Hurling Department.

OHN McGRAW, the “Little Corporal 

J of Baseball,”” as he is called by the 

sporting writers, and Connie Mack 

will again match their cunning and ma- 

neuvering skill in another clash for the 

world’s baseball championship beginning 
Oct. 7. 

This will be the third meeting between 
the two great leaders and the struggle 
for the highest honors that can be ob- 
tained on a baseball field will be an in- 
teresting one, probably running into 
seven games before the blue ribbon event 
falls to either New York or Philadelphia. 
Each manager has won the pennant In 
his league on five different occasions. 
McGraw and Mack have each defeated 
the other once in previous meetings and 
this year they will fight hard for the 
odd contest and the glory that goes with 
winning a world’s championship. The 
first battle between McGraw and Mack 
was staged in 1905. That year’s world’s 
series resulted in a victory fer the 
Giants because of Mathewson’s wonder- 
ful pitching. Matty was then in his 
prime and the Athletics fafled to scere 
a run off “Big Sis’’ tin the three games 
that he pitched against them. 

The following year the veterans of the 
Giants and White Elephants began to 
slow up and then the two rivals in the 
approaching world’s series began to 
weed out the dead wood of the team and 
inject new blood into their squad. By 
consistent and skillful handling of his 
youngsters Mack succeeded in capturing 
the American League race again in 1910. 
Then he proceeded to beat the Chicago 
Cubs, including the famous Tinker-to- 
Evers-to-Chance combination, for the 
world’s title. 


Baker Beat the Giants. 

cGRAW’S success with his young- 
NVI sters came in the following year. 

In 1908 the Giants really won the 
pennant, but were beaten out by a 
technicality. After winning the National 
League bunting in 1911, McGraw and his 
young team battled with the Athletics 
for the world’s championship and went 
down to defeat in six games. Franklin 
Baker played an important part in tri- 
umphing over the Giants with his 
famous home runs, which earned for 
him the title of “Good Night” Baker. 

McGraw still has the edge on Mack 
in the number of games won and lost 
between the two.

~ A SIX-CYLINDER CAR 


A great deal of misconception exists 
as to the relative amounts of gasoline 
and ofl consumed by a six-cylinder motor 
and by a four-cylinder. The popular im- 
pression that because a motor has six 
cylinders ft must necessarily burn more 
gas and use more oil than a four is 
probably erroneous. Were the cylinders 
of the six as large as in the four, and 
were other conditions alike this might be 
true. But as a matter of fact the cyl- 
inders of a six can be made smalier than 
in a four of corresponding horsepower. 

It is the total displacement area of 
the pistons, or in other words the cubic 
contents of the combustion space, that 
determines the amount of power pro- 
duced and the quantity of fuel burned. 
Other conditions also materially, affect 
the fuel question. The constant torque, 
or turning power, of a eix-cylinder motor 
makes for economical application of 
power. The fly-wheel of a six ia light- 

than in a four. In the six there are 
no “dead centers” to be bridged over 
by the Inertia of the fly-wheel as in the 
four. Hence the amount of power needed 
to keep the fly-wheel turning, and the 
motor at work, is lese than in the 
feur.

CAUSE.OF DEATH DISPUTED 


Experts Were Divided Between 
Rare Malady and Sunstroke 
‘in Celebrated Litigation. 


The appeal taken by the Travelers’ In- 
surance Co., in the $10,000 accident in- 
surance verdict in’favor of Miss Thee 
Buckner Griffith, 18 years old, a stu- 
dent in the University of Chicago, has 
been, abandoned by the company. Yes- 
terday the company’s counsel handed 
to Joseph A. Wright, Miss Griffith's 
lawyer, a check for the full amount. 
The cease was tried in Judge Rassieur’s 
court in May. 

The policy had been taken out by the 
young Wwoman’s father, the late George 
8. Griffith, secretary of the Algonite 


Stone Manufacturing Co. of this city. 


He died July 5, 1911, from a sunstroke 


suffered by him the day before as he 
was entering his home at 3720 Washing- 
ton boulevard, it was alleged by the 
daughter. 

Six weeks after .burial in Bellefortaine 
Cemétery the insurance company caused 
Griffith’s body to be exhumed and an 
autopsy was held. As a result of this 
investigation the company declined to 
pay, averring that death was from nat- 
ural causes, while the policy only cov- 
ered death from accident. Miss Griffith 
as the beneficiary then filed suit, 

‘Experts Disagree on Case. 

At the: trial Dr. E. F. Tiedemann, 
professor ef pathology and bacteriology 
of Washington University, and Dr. W. 
Cc. G. Kireliner testified that the autopsy 
revealed death was caused by an ail- 
ment technically known as a haema- 
chromatosis. This, it was explained, 
makes the blood of the sufferer turn 
brown and poisons the system. Both 
said it was a rare disease, 

To show the improbability that Grif- 
fith+«was afflicted with this ailment, 
Attorney Wright fell back upon Dr. 
William Osler as authority and intro- 
duced a book written by Osler, in which 
it is.said that the disease, which usu- 
ally proves fatal, is so uncommon there 
are but 60 recorded cases. It also was 
claimed by the defense that Griffith 
suffgred from liver trouble, which con- 
tributed to his death. 

Dry, G. W. Carson and * a Ba 
Gra@owhl, who were pr t @t the at- 
‘topsy for the plaintiff, tartitied that they 
believed Griffith died from the sunstroke. 
Records of:the local Weather Bureau 
showed that the temperature of July 4, 
1911, at the time it was alleged Griffith 
suffered the sunstroke, was 101. Mont- 
rose W. Hayes, weather observer, tes- 
tified it was the highest temperature of 
that summer. | 

Company’s Position Overruled, 

Counsel for the defense claimed that 
under the terms of the policy the com- 
pany was not liable even if death had 
been caused by the sunstroke. They 
sought to show that it would’ be neces- 
sary 
aviodably in the sun when stricken. 
such as in an open ‘boat at sea after 
shipwreck, but the court declined to 
take this view. — 

Griffith also carried a polincy of $2000 
on his life in a fraternal organization 


which declined to pay, and Miss Grif- 


fith got a verdict for this insurance also.

ENGLISH PEN 1S 
HOLDING LEAD IN 
FPE-LAYING RACE 


Hot Weather Plays Havoc With 
Records and Lead Over Last 
Year Is Lost. 


MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., 
The splendid record the hens have made 
for the first seven and a half months 


of the national egg-laying contest at the 
experiment station here has been great- 
ly affected by the unusually hot weath- 
er. The extreme heat played havoc 
with the hens. When kept in a trap 
nest even long enough to lay, the hens 
suffered intensely from the heat ani 
several of them died despite of the best 
of care and even though they were re- 
leased from the trap nest every hour. 

On the hottest days they were re- 
leased at shorter intervals, but stiil 
many of them came off the nests in 
such condition that it took several 
hours for them to recover. The extra 
good record which the hens made the 
first :alf of the contest has been ruined 
by the high temperature of July and 
August, and we doubt if the. average 
will be as high this year as last. 

The total number of eggs laid this 
month was 7691, which makes a grand 
total of 87,764 for nine and a half 
months. A pen of R. C. white leghorns, 
No. 10, from Maryville, Mo., won the 
silver cup for August with 171 eggs. 
The English pen of S. C, white leg- 
horns still leads the contest by 271 eggs. 
The leading hen is a buff wyandotte, 
No. 860, which has laid 230 eggs to date. 
Two other hens are only four eggs be- 
hind. Many of the varieties are chang- 
ing places'each month, and as the con- 
test does not close until Nov. 15 there 
will yet Be many changes. 

Some hens that made good records 
last year are doing practically nothing 
this year, and many that did not do well 
last year are doing extra well this year. 
The most consistent layers in the con- 
test have been the silver wyandottes 
They have held second place for several 
months and this variety also averaged 
160 eggs per hen last year.

the leading pen in the feeding test. 
Pen 6 is fed a very simple ration and 
is known as the farmers’ method. Most 
Missouri farmers have all these feeds 
or can easily secure them. This method 
is as follows: 

Equal parts bran, shorts and 
cornmeal in hopper. In winter 
months feed two-thirds corn and one- 
third wheat in litter. In summer 
months feed one-third corn and two- 
thirds wheat. Grit and shell. Green 
food. CHve buttermilk instead of 
water, twice each week. 

This pen has laid 21 dozen eggs less 
in nine and one-half months than the 
leading pen in the feeding test.

Dec. 1 and the hatching of chicks be- 
gun as soon after as the eggs are ob- 
tained. 


Green Feed,

to obtain these what would you suggest 
as a good winter green feed? I would 
like to keep these pullets laying all 
winter.—A. D. F., Texarkana, Ark.

If the shell is porous or 
patchy or has 4 ridge or thickness en- 
circling it, it should be discarded.

What is the best floor for a chicken 
house?

A concrete floor is the best floor. It 
will prevent the rats from getting yvour 
chickens at night if the doors are tight 
at the floor. A concrete floor should 
be kept covered with dirt or litter to a 
depth of four inches. 


Bound. 


I have a plymouth rock hen from. 
the mouth and nostrils of which a liquid 
drops. It seems jaded and stands in one 
place with her feathers ruffled and 
breathes with difficulty. What is the 
matter and what shall I do?—G. H., §S., 
Clayton, Mo. 

Your hen is crop bound. This is 
caused by improper feeding, the crop 
being filled with indigestible wire grass, 
chaff, etc. Pour a little sweét oi] into 
the bird’s mouth and force the swallow- 
ing of it. Endeavor to loosen the con- 
tents of the crop by working and press- 
ing with your hand, using plenty of the 
oll down the throat. It is possible to 
empty the crop through the throat with 
this treatment. As soon as the crop is 
empty, a teaspoonful of baking soda in 
a quart of water should be placed be- 
fore the hen, which should be without 
food for two days and then fed spar- 
ingly on soft foods until recovery. 
Where this method is unsuccessful, an 
incision should be made in the crop and 
the contents removed. The incision 
should be made at the top of the crop 
lengthwise with the neck and not over 
an inch ‘long. After the contents are 
removed, wash the wound with a solu- 
tion of carbolic acid and sew it up.

GOVERNMENT UNEXCITED

BELFAST, Ireland, Sept. 27.-—-Four- 
teen battalions of Ulster volunteers, 
comprising 11,000 men of the “No 
home rule army” marched’ through 
the streets of Belfast today with col- 
ors flying and bards playing, and 
were accorded a rousing reception by 
the citizens of the northern Irish 
capital. 

Fully 20,000 spectators drawn from 
all parts of the north of Ireland 
taxed the capacity of the review 
ground, where the army was drawn up 


for inspection under the command of jj 


Gen. Sir George Richardson. 


When an order was given for three | 


cheers for the Union, the largest 
Union Jack in the world was broken 
from the flagstaff in the center of 
the ground and the volunteers and 
the crowd joined in the singing of 
“God Save the King.” 

During the march of the volun- 
teers, a revolver was fired in the 
vicinity of Garrick Hill. A child on 


the sidewalk was slightly wounded 


in the leg. : 
Sir Edward Carson, addressing the 

volunteers after the review, said: 
“All governments must in the ulti-

Claims ef the Orangemen Are Far 
Beyond the Facts, 
LONDON, Sept. 27.—Although the 
threatened Ulster rebellion is caus- 
ing considerable—excitement here in 
London, thanks to highly colored dis- 
patches in the Unionist papers, it is 
regarded with complete equanimity 

in Ireland. 

The immediate object of the UWnion- 
ist party in forcing the Ulster ques- 
tion to the forefront is to forestall 
and, if possible, overshadow Lloyd 
George’s impending campaign for 
land reform in England; a matter that 
touches the English Tories much 
nearer than does home rule. The WIl- 
ster question will quickly recede into 


when Lloyd George puts the English 
landed aristocracy on the defensive. 

In Ireland the Nationalists are sat- 
isfied that the whole Carson move- 
ment is.a huge bluff and that when 
the moment comes‘for action it will 
fizzle out even if, as is very likely 
a settlement is not reached before- 
hand. 

Sir Edward Carson’s claims about 
the strength of the yoluntéer move- 
ment, to say nothing of Its efficiency, 
are grotesque. He proposes to have 
a quarter of a million men in the 
field, but there are only 207,000 mer 
between the ages of 15 and 36 in al’ 
Ulster, including the deaf, dumb 
blind, lunatics and idiots, and full 
half of the male population betweer 
those ages are Nationalists. In tr1- 
ster it is pretty safe to take all 
Catholics as Nationalists, but not 
more than half the Protestants are 
Orangemen and it is on the Orange 
men alone that Carson relies. 

Carson’s Claims Uneaeubst 

Carson’s provisional government 
scheme excites great amusement. He 
does not tell whether he intends to 
govern 700,000 Catholics in Ulster as 
well as the 900,000 Protestants, not 
all of whom are in sympathy with

Donegal is an Ulster County, but 
it contains 123,000 Catholics to 45,000 
Protestants and actually returns a 
Nationalist majority. 

But it must not be forgotten that 
Carson never falls to assure _ his 
Orange volunteers that they run no 
risk because the British army and 
officers will mutiny rather than at- 
tack them, This is also a bluff, for 
although he has sympathizers among 
the officers in the army, he has not 
the slightest reason to expect that 
they are prepared to join in a treas- 
onable conspiracy.

The subject was a girl of 18 named Josephine, liv- 
ing at Voiron, in the department of the Isere. By 
means of “downward passes,” Maeterlinck relates in 
the Century Magazine, she is brought back to the 
condition of a baby at her mother’s breast. 

The passes continue and the wonder tale runs its 
course. Josephine can- no longer speak; and we 
have the great silence of infancy, which seems to 
be followed by a silence more mysterious still. 
Josephine no longer answers except by signs. She 


is not yet k¢n! 

The passes persist; the sleep be 
comes heavier; and suddenly, from 
the depths of that sleop, rises the 
voice of another being—a voice un- 
expected and unknown, the voice of 
a churlish, distrustful and discon- 
tented old man! 

They question him. At first«-he 
refuses to answer, saying that “of 
course he’s there, as he’s speaking;” 

: that “he sees nothing;” and that 
“he’s in the dark.” They increase-the number of 
passes and gradually gain his confidence. 

His name is Jean-Claude Bourdon; he is an old 
man; he has long been ailing and bedridden. He 
tells the story of his life. He was born at Champ 
vent, in the parish of Polliat, in 1812. He went to 
school until he was 18, and served his time in the 
army with the Seventh Artillery at Besancon. 

He describes his gay time there, while the sleep 
ing girl makes the gestures of twirling an imaginary 
mustache. ; 

When he goes back to his native place he does 
not marry and leads a solitary life, dying at the age 
of 70; after a long illness. 

Now he is dead, but we still hear him speak. He 
is in darkness, which he finds disagreeable, but 
does not suffer. He “feels himself growing out 
of his body,” but remains attached to it by invisible 
bonds for a fairly long time. At last the night in, 
which he is plunged is streaked with a few flashes 
of light. The idea comes to him to reincarnate him- 
self and he draws near to her who is to be his 
mother, that is to say, the mother of Josephine.. He 
en*ircies her until the child is born, and gradually 
enters the child’s body. 

A. mesmerization of three-quarters of an hour 
brings Jean-Claude back to babyhood, to a fresh 
silence, a new limbo; and then suddenly another 
voice and an unexpected person. 

This time it is an old woman who has been very 
wicked; and so she is in great torment. She is 
dead: at the actual instant; for, in this inverted 
world, lives go backward and begin at the end. She 
is in deep darkness, surrounded by evil spirits. She 
speaks in a faint voice, but always gives definite re 
plies to the questions put to her, instead of caviling 
at every moment like Jean-Claude. Her name is 
Philomene Carteron. 

“By intensifying the sleep,” relates Cok de Rochas, 
“I iaduce the manifestations of a living Philomene. 
Ehe no longer suffers, seems very calm, and always 
answers very coldly and distinctly. She knows she 
is unpopular in the neighborhood, but no one is a 
penny the worse, and she will be even with them yet. 
She was born in 1702; her maiden name was Philo 
mene Charpigny. In 1732 she married, at Chevroux, 
a man named Carteron, by whom she had two chil- 
dren, both of whom she lost. : 

“Before her incarnation, Phil~mene had been & 
little gir! who died in infancy. Previous to that she — 
was a man who had committed murder; and it was 
to expiate this crime that she endured much suf- 
fering in the darkness, even after her life as a little 


- girl, when she had had no time to do wrong. 


“I did not think it necessary to carry the hypnosis 
further, because the subject appeared exhausted and 
her paroxysms were painful to watch.”

Quercus then hastened to call all the 
birds and inform them they need no more fear 
the plume hunter. The birds were interpreted 
by members of the fashionable colony at Cor- 
nish. 

Little birds in yellow, green and orange 
plumage, played by the children; goldfinches, 
bluebirds, scarlet tanagers, hawks, owls—al! 
sorts of bird creatures, played by the older per- 
sons, filled the circle of the stage and waited to 
hear the final ceremony, which was a surprise 
for President and Mrs. Wilson. 

Herbert Adams, the sculptor, 
arrayed as a gorgeous cardinal 
bird and attended by two small 
crimson acolytes, bowed before 
the distinguished guests and pre 
sented on a salver a sonnet writ- 
ten by Mr. MacKaye in which the 
birds were represented as thank- 
ing the President and his wife 
for their gracious patronage. 


Immediately following this 
ceremony, Tacita and Ornis witk 
rejoicings led the pied proces- 
sion of birds, rescued from their 
deadly foe, into their woodland 
shrines. 

The masque itself, apart from 
the occasion for which it was 
written, has a significance of its 
own. It was not composed for 
the moment only, but its ambi- 
tion is to endure as literature. 
Moreover, it marks a new depar- 
ture in the field of drama. For 
the first time a dramatic poet 
has chosen a living, modern 
movement for the theme of a 
poetic masque, and made it 
poignantly appealing, not only 
as art, but as a plea for a cause. 

The conception of Ornis, the 
unseen Spirit of the Birds, who 
feels in her own breast every 
wound inflicted upon her winged subjects, was an 
inspiration for bringing vividly home the cruelty 
of the slaughter of birds. That Stark could not at 
first see the spirit, but was disarmed by her touch- 
ing innocence when she became visible to him, illus- 
trates the more! truth that man is more often wicked 
through blindness than through inmate ferocity. 
That the bandage was removed from the hunter’s 
eyes through the influence of beauty, as exemplified 
in Tacita’s dancing, has also its poetic allegorical 
meaning. \ 

In writing his “masque, Mr. MacKaye revived a 
magnificent old form of composition in which some 
of the mightiest talents in English literature have 
exercised themselves. Rare Ben Jons6n as poet 
laureate wrote a throng of masques for the diversion 
of King James’ court. But the most splendid name 
connected with the masque is that of Milton, whose 
“Comus,” with the “Doric delicacy of its lyric parts,”

In “Sanctuary,” according to those who have read 
the book, the author was able to catch a true, clear 
tone of forest life, “warbling,” as Miltom said «f the

masques of Jonson and Milton survive. 

It is the intention of bird lovers to repeat the 
masque in ‘different parts of the Country so as to 
carry home to a wide public its protest against the 
slaughter of birds in order to tickle feminine vanity. 
The next performance, it is proposed, will be in 
Washington, as a tribute of approval to the action 
of Congress in enacting a clause in the tariff bill 
prohibiting the importation of feathers.

Gems Shine in DarR ~ 
H given for making gems shine. 
Those who have read the old 


Egyptian text tell us that they used vari- 
ous mixtures, generally made of the bile 
of marine animals and metallic oxides, to 
make their precious stones luminous for 

- several hours. This was doubtless due to 
the slow oxidation of the organic matter 
smeared on the gems. 

We now know that a certain number 
sf gems, diamonds, rubies, emeralds, etc., 
acquire a marked fluorescence or phos- 
phorescence when subjected to more or 
less active radiations. 

‘Phe simple rubbing of small bits of 
feldspar makes them shine brightly, and 

if we crush the fragments of a crystal of this mineral 
by the blows of a hammer a glow follows each blow, 
lasting for several minutes. 

Since 1565 Bayle has shown that diamonds become 
luminous in the dark if they have been rubbed or ex- 
posed to the rays of a candle. We know that if exposed 
to the direct rays of the sun for a long time diamonds 
become phosphorescent; the light emitted is weak, but is 
measurable. It is said of a certain blue diamond weigh- 
ing 92 carats that it emitted rays of light a full hour 
after it had been exposed to the rays of the sun. For 
the first 20 minutes of its radiation in a dark room 
it was easy to see how white paper reflects its rays. 

But the most lively phosphorescence is that which ap- 

{' pears in vacuum tubes, especially in Crookes tubes, 
Even in rarified air some diamonds shine with a beauti- 
ful blue light, just like that which sulphate of quinine 
would show under the same conditions. In a vacuum 
a diamond weighing four or five carats gives the light 
of a candle. : 

The tint of light varies not only according to the 
place from which the diamonds come but also according 
to the side of the crystal which is exposed. Maskelyne 
had a collection of uncut diamonds which shone with 
almost all the shades of color found in the spectrum. 
A cubical crystal emitted rays of orange yellow on the 
faces of the cube, and of a bright yellow at the angles. 

Next after the diamond the most phosphorescent 

stones in a vacuum are rubies. 
They emit a bright red glow, as 
if they had been heated to the 
point of incandescence. The em- 
erald also emits a bright crimson 
light when placed in a vacuum, 
Under the action of radium al 
most all of the gems which become 
phosphorescent in a vacuum or 
when exposed to the rays of a 
vacuum tube acquire very marked 
fluorescence. It has been proved 
that if a diamond be exposed to 
the action of radium for a long 
time (a year or so) and then 
warmed slowly in the dark, it ap- 
pears phosphorescent and then red.

After Having Lost His Right Arm, His Left Leg, 
Two Fingers From His Left Hand, Had His Ap- 


pendix, Adenoids and Tonsils Cut 


gone Twenty Other Operations, Thirteen of Them 
to Remove Strange Growths From His Body. 


HERE is a combination restaurant and bil- 

liard hall in the lumbering village of 

Yuma, Wexford County, Mich. One may 

get a meal there and play a game of bil- 

liards or pool. There is nothing remarka- 

ble about that, but the physiological his- 

tory of the owner of the place is distinctly 

remarkable. Customers watch him walking about on 

crutches. His left leg is missing. He holds one crutch 

with a steel hook, which takes the place of his right 

hand, his arm having been amputated. It is Observed 
that two fingers are missing from the left hand. 

These are all the visible indications that Fred May- 
bury has been through 
the  surgeon’s mill. 
They do not indicate 
that he has undergone 
26 surgical operations 
—one for every year of 
his life.’ He has been 
on the operating table 
so often in the past 
six years that he has 
quit keeping tab and 
only the hospital rec- 
ords at Cadillac show 
the full count. Twen- 
ty-six times has Fred 
Maybury submitted to 
the knife, yet today he 
is optimistic, energetic ‘, 
and resourceful. In a 
addition to making his : Ps | | : 
own living he has paid { 3 \ijijiih | \' 
off all his doctors’ bills S fae 
and is contributing 
largely toward the sup- 
port of his parents. He 
is perhaps the most 
“cut up” man in the 
world, but he takes his 
misfortunes philosophi- 
cally and laughs at fate. His case proves the marvels 
of modern surgery and the human mind’s power of 
triumphing over physical afflictions. 

At the age of 20 Maybury was a robust young man, 
of handsome faee and figure, holding his own with any 
lumberjack of the big woods. He was ambitious to do 
more than a good day’s work. The urge of leadership 
was in him, and his associates predicted that he wou'd 
win promotion quickly. There was not another young 
man in the timber country whose prospects seemed 
brighter.

After the wounds on his finger stubs healed he went 
into the woods to resume work. He was following « 
load of logs that was being drawn to the river bank by 
a heavy team of horses. The horses broke loose from 
the set of big wheels, each weighing nearly half a ton, 
and one of the wheels slid around and knocked May- 
bury down, running over his left leg. The young man 
was taken to CadiNac on a special train. He still was 
conscious when placed on the operating’ table in Mercy 
Hospital. Under ether his leg was amputated near the 
trunk. 

There was enough of the limb left to attach a wooden 
leg. Maybury got around fairly well on the “peg” and 
was just beginning to find his working groove under 
the new handicap, when he~suffered another accident. 
This was due to the young man’s heroism. A team was 
running away. It was out on the public highway, where 
pedestrians were endangered. Maybury, despite his 
wooden leg, made an effort to stop the runaways. He 
was dashed down, his right arm broken and mangled. 

Maybury was sent back to the hospital, where the 
gurgeons amputated his arm. That was but a few months

after he lost his leg. When 
he was discharged from the 
hospital again he had a 
hook of ‘steel constructed 
and attached to the stump 
of his arm. With this hook 
he soon learned to do many 
things surprisingly well. It 
should be remembered that 
he ‘had, but two fingers and 
a thumb on his remaining 
hand, so that the loss of his 
right hand was a more 
serious 
matter than 
would have 
“ been the case - 
had his left hand 
been whole. 

Searcely had Maybury 
become accustomed to the 
steel hook when he was 
stricken with pains in the 
abc . which he believed 
to 1e to appendicitis. 
Instead of calling a physi- 
cian in the lumber town he 
bought a railroad ticket for 
Cadillac and went direct to 
the doctor who had been 
his adviser in his former 
affilictions. The _ doctor 
took him to the hospit&l, 
where, next morning, the 
surgeons cut out his ap- 
pendix. 


While Maybury was re- 
covering from this  opera- 
tion the doctors made a 
thorough examination and 
resolved upon two other 
cuttings. The patient was 
suffering from a_e severe 
throat trouble. His ade- 
noids were removed. This 
is a rather unusual opera- 
tion .in a person: of adult 
years. The next operation 
was the removal of the 
tonsils. | 

After all these cuttings, 
Maybury enjoyed nearly a 
year of immunity. He got 
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back to business and was 
feeling almost like his olZ 
self when necrosis attacked 
the bones of the amputated arm and leg. Maybury suf- 
fered severe pain from this malady. Finally he went to 
the hospital, where the surgeons cut off the end of 
the leg stump and made a new flesh cushion for the 
bone. A_ similar 
operation was per- 
formed on the arm 
bone. Then __ fol- 
lowed a second 
operation of the 
kind on the leg 
stump. 

These operations, 
howeve?, did not 
stay the march of 
necrosis.

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retrace its life through other existences and other cen- 
turies, Maeterlinck recalls that. “all mediums, by the 
very nature of their faculties, are inclined to imposture, 
to trickery.” 1 

“But,” he asserts, “no precaution was neglected by 
Col. de Rochas to make imposture extrémely difficult. 
After taking the subject, by means of transverse passes, 
up the stream of his life, they make him come down the 
game stream; and the same events pass in the reverse 
order. Repeated tests and ‘counter-tests always yield 
identical results; and the medium never hesitates or 
goes astray in the labyrinth of names, dates and inci- 


dents. , 

“Moreover, it would be necessary for these mediums, 
who are generally persons of merely average intelli- 
gence, suddenly to become great poets in order thus to 
create, down to every detail, a series of characters dif- 
fering entirely one from the other, in which everything 
—gestures, voice, temper, mind, thoughts, feelings—is 
in keeping, and ever ready to reply, in harmony with 
their inmost nature, to the most unexpected questions. 
. “It has been said that every man is a Shakspeare in 
~ his dreams; but have we not here to do with dreams 

which, in their uniformity, bear a singular resemblance 
JP “to fact?” ; 
Another subject of Col. de Rochas is mentioned, a 
nn girl named Marie Mayo, whose successive reincarnations 

“take us back to the seventeenth century and carry us 

suddenly to Vervailles, among the historical personages 

of the Court of Louis XIV. Nor is Col. de Rochas the 
only mesmerizer who has obtained revelations of this 
kind, according to Maeterlinck. 

The Belgian mystic, while declaring his belief that 
fcience has proved the existence of ghosts, has an ex- 
smelly poor opinion of them, accusing them of ignor- 
ance, stupor and dullness. If all has been revealed 
@at science can learn about life after death, “I should 

 ghoose,” he says, “for those whom I love the august 
and frozen solitudes of the everlasting nothing.” 

“Why do they speak to us so seldom of the future?” 
he asks concerning the dead, “And for what reason, 


em

when they do venture upon it, are they mistaken with 
such disheartening regularity? 

“It is very strange that the dead, if they really have 
access to the immeasurable treasure (of knowledge) 
should bring back nothing from it but a kind of in- 
genious child’s puzzle. The smallest astronomical or 
biological revelation, the least secret of olden time, sucl# 
as that of the temper of coppér, an archeological de- 
tail, a poem, a statue, a recovered remedy, a shred of 
one of those unknown sciences which flourished in Egypt 
of Atlantis—and of these would form a much more de- 
cisive argument than hundreds of more or less literary 
reminiscences.” 

We must recognize, he says, that the apparitions re- 
corded in the literature of psychical research are very 
brief, occurring only at the moment of death, or shortly 
afterwards. They do not seem to have the least con- 
sciousness of a new or superterrestial life, differing 
from that of the body from which they issue. 

“Their spiritual energy,” says the author, “at a time 
when it ought to be absolutely pure, because it is rid 
of matter, seems greatly inferior to what it was when 
matter surrounded it. 

“These more or less uneasy phantasms, often torment- 
ed with trivial cares, have never brought us one single 
revelation of topical interest concerning that world 
whose prodigious threshhold they have crossed. Soon 
they fade away and disappear forever. 

“Why do they tarry about us, stagnant in their little 

asts? Why do they come back with empty hands and 
empty words? 
steeped in infinity? Beyond our last hour is it all bare 
and shapeless and dim? 

“Tf it be so, let them tell us; and the evidence of the 
darkness will at least possess a grandeur that is all too 
absent from these cross-examining methods. Of what 
use is it to die, if all lfe’s trivialities continue? 

“Is it really worth while to have passed through the 
terrifying gorges which open on the eternal fields to 
remember that we had a great-uncle named Peter and 
that our Cousin Paul was afflicted with varicose veins 
and @ gastric complaint? 

“Tt is certain that the dead, if they survive, have not 
a great deal to teach us, whether because at the moment 


Is that what one finds when one is 
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when they can speak to us they have nothing to tell 
us, or because at the moment when they might have 
something to reveal:to us they are no longer able to do 
so, but withdraw forever, and lose sight of us in the 
immensity which they are exploring.” 

Less pessimistic about future life than Maeterlinck 
the poet, is Sir Oliver Lodge, the scientist of the evolu- 
tionary school. “We must recognize in the woven fabric 
of existence,” he said in his London address, “flowing 
steadily from the loom in an infinite progress toward 
perfection, the ever-growing garment of a transdendent 
God.” 

“I will not shrink,” he said previously in the address, 
“from a personal note summarizing the result on my 
own mind of 30 years’ experience of psychical research, 
begun without predilection—indeed, with the usual 
hostile prejudice. 

“I must not only leave on record our conviction that 
occurrences now regarded as occult can be examined 
and reduced to order by the methods of science, care- 
fully and persistently applied, but go farther and ‘say 
that already the facts so examined have convinced me 
that memory and affection are not limited to that as- 
sociation with matter by which alone they can mani- 
fest themselves here and now, and that personality 
persists beyond bodily death.” 

Psychical research, or experimental spiritualism, had 
its origin in the United States in 1870. In the follow- 
ing year the first strictly scientific experiments were 
organized by Sir William Crookes. But the real be- 
ginning of the youngest science dates from the founda- 
tion of the Society for Psychical Research in London 
28 years ago. 


TO PREVENT SILVER TARNISHING.

Boy Scouts. 


HE rank of Eagle Scout, the highest honor 

which a boy scout can attain, has just 

been awarded to Edward Lindley Bowles, a 

15-year-old St. Louis boy, by the National 

Council of the Boy Scouts in New York. 

This honor. is given to those scouts who, 

in. addition to the requirements for first- 

class scouts, have passed examinations for merit badges 

in at least twenty-one subjects. It signifies the all-round, 

perfectly trained scout who exemplifies the motto of this 
juvenile organization, “Be Prepared.” 7 

There are less than tweniy-five Eagle Scouts in a 
membership of more ihan 350,000 s.outs in the United 
States, and young Bow.es is-the Nrst scout west of the 
Mississippi River to attain this honor. He also bears 
the distinction of being the only 2000-point scout in 
Missouri—an honor earned, point by point, for efficient 
work in wood craft, camp craft and scout craft. 

He has, on many occasions, cooked a meal in the woods 
without matches or cooking utensils of any kind. He 
built a fire by rubbing sticks together, after the In- 
dian fashion. Potatoes were baked by envasing them in 
crust of plastic clay and em- 
bedding them in live coals for 
45 to 55 minutes. Steak was @ 
broiled over the fire on a 
forked green stick; eggs were 
fried on a flat, smooth stone g 
and coffee was made in birch ;

Master of the troop, and by the experts who teach the 
various subjects in the scout curriculum. 

He is a member of the sophomore class of the Soldan 
High School, where he is specializing in science and 
manual training, with.a view to preparing himself for 
the profession of engineering. He stands high in his 
classes, is popular with his fellows and has a tremendous 
capacity for work. He is an all-round athlete, excelling 
in wrestling, boxing, baseball and football. He .was 
elected Adjutant by his comrades, which is the highest 
boy office in his troop. 

Bowles resides with his uncle, H. A. Steinwender Jr., 
at 4221 Lindell boulevard, and is a member of St. Louis 
Troop 31, Boy Scouts of America, which is connected 
with Grace Methodist Episcopal Church at Skinker and 
Waterman avenues. This church, now nearing comple- 
tion, is to have one of the finest and most complete boy 
scout gymnasiums in the country, in addition to a li- 
brary, club room and meeting room for the scouts of 
Troop 31. 

Scout Master Puller said: “Young Bowles is a 
product of one of the greatest organizations for train- 
ing boys in the world. Its chief function is the build- 
ing of character and the training of the boy in ath- 
letics, chivalry, patriotism, handicraft, sanitation and 
the many activities which prepare him in self-reliance, 
manhood -and good citizenship. All the remaining mem- 
bers of Troop 31 are working hard to become. Eagle 
Scouts.”

of us, but as they used smokeless powder we had no 
idea as to exactly where they were, or who they were 
shooting at. 

Then it dawned on us that we were the target. The 
bullets began to come overhead, making a sound like 
the ripping of a silk dress, with sometimes a kind of 
pop; a few of my men fell and I deployed the rest, 
making them lie down and get behind trees. 

Richard Harding Davis was with us, and as we scanned 
the landscape with our glasses it was he who first point- 
ed out to us some Spaniards in a trench some three- 
quarters of a mile off. 

It was difficult to make them out. There were not 
many of them. However, we finally did make them out, 
and we could see their conical hats, for the trench was 
a poor one. We advanced, firing at them, and drove 
them off. 

What to do then I had not an idea. The country in 
front fell away into a very difficult. jungle-filled valley. 
There was nothing but jungle all around, and if I ad- 
vanced I was afraid I might get out of touch with every- 
body and not be going in the right direction. 

Moreover. as far as I could see, there was now nobody 
in front who was shooting at us, although some of the 
men on my left insisted that our own men had fired 
into us—an allegation which I soon found was almost 
always made in such a fight, and which in this case 
was not true. | 

At this moment some of the regulars appeared across 
the ravine on our right. The first thing they did was

Word was brought to me that Wood had been shot— 
which fortunately proved not to be true—and as, if 
this were so, it meant that I must take charge of the 
regiment, I moved over personally to inquire. Soon I 
learned that he was all right, that the Spaniards had 
retreated along the main road, and that Col. Wocd and 
two or three other officers were a short distance away. 


Before I reached them 1 encountered a Captain of 
the Ninth Cavalry, very glum because his troopers had 
not been up in time to take part in the fight, and he 
congratulated me—with visible effort!—upon my share 
in our first victory. I thanked him cordially, not con- 
fiding in him that till that moment I myself knew ex- 
ceedingly little about the victory; and proceeded to 
where Generals Wheeler, Lawton and Chaffee, who had 
just come up, in company with Wood, were seated on a 
bank. 

They expressed appreciation of the way that I har 
handled my troops, first on the right wing and then «2 
the left! As 1 was quite prepared to find I had com- 
mitted some awful sin, I did my best to accept this in a 
nonchalant manner, and not to look as relieved as I 
felt. 

As throughout the morning I had preserved a spacious 
aspect of wisdom, and had commanded first one and 
then the other wing, the fight was really a capital thing 
for me, for practically all the men had served under 
my actual command, and thenceforth felt an enthusi- 
astic belief that I would lead them aright.

{in shore, the others following like a flock of sheep;

We were brigaded with the First and Tenth regular 
cavalry, under Brigadier-General Sam Young.

Like Gen. Chaffee, 
another of the same type, he had entered. thevarmy in 
the Civil War as a private. Later, when I was President, 
it was my good fortune to make each of them in succes- 
sion Lieutenant-General of the army of the United 
States. 

When Gen. Young retired and Gen. Chaffee was to 
take his place, the former sent to the latter his three 
stars to wear on his first official presentation, with a 
note that they were from “Private Young to Private 
Chaffee.”’

by our regiment. Each 
of my men had food in 
his haversack, but I had 
none, and I would have 
gone supperless to bed if 
Mills and Shipp had not given me out of their scanty 
stores a big sandwich, which I shared with my orderly, 
who also had nothing. 

Next morning my body servant, Marshall, an ex-sol- 
dier of the Ninth (colored) Cavalry, a fine and faithful 
fellow, had turned up, and I was able in my turn to ask 
Mills and Shipp, who had eaten all their food the pre- 
ceding evening, to take breakfast with me. 

A few hours later gallant Shipp was dead, and Mills, 
an exceptionally able officer, had been shot through 
the head from side to side, just back of the eyes: yet 
he lived, though one eye was blinded, and before 1 
left the presidency I gave him his commission as Brig- 
adier-General. 

Early in the morning our artillery began firing from 
the hill-crest immediately in front of where our men 
were camped. Several of the regiment were killed and 
wounded by the shrapnel of the return fire of the Span- 
iards. 

One of the shrapnel bullets fell on my wrist and 
raised a bump as big as a hickory nut, but did not 
even break the skin. 

Lawton’s infantry division attacked the little village 
of El Caney, some miles to the right. Kent's infantry 
division and Sumner’s dismounted cavalry division were 
supposed to retain the Spanish army in Santiago until 
Lawton had captured El Caney. 

Spanish towns and villages, however, with their mas- 
sive buildings, are natural fortifications, as the French 
found in the Peninsular War, and as botn the French 
and our people found in Mexico. The Spanish troops 
in El Caney fought very bravely, as did the Spanish 
troops in front of us, and it was late in the afternoon 
before Lawton accomplished his task. 

Meanwhile we of the left wing had by degrees become 
involved in a fight which toward the end became not 
even a Colonel’s fight, but a squad leadet’s fight. The 
cavalry division was put at the head of the line. We 
were told to march forward, cross a little river in front, 
and then turning to the right, march up alongside the 
stream until we connected with Lawton. : 

Incidentally, this movement would not have brought 
us into touch with Lawton in any event. But we speed- 
ily had to abandon any thought of carrying it out. The 
maneuver brought us within fair range of the Spanish 
intrenchments along the line of hills which we called the 
San Juan Hills, because on one of them was the San 
Juan blockhouse. | 

On that day my regiment had the lead of the second 
brigade, and we marched down the trail following in

trace behind the first brigade. Apparently the Span- 4 
iards could not make up their minds what to do as 
the three regular regiments of the first brigade crossed 
and defiled along the other bank of the stream, but 
when our regiment was crossing they began to fire 
at us. 

Under this flank fire it soon became impossible to 
continue the march. The first brigade halted, deployed, 
and finally began to fire back. Then our brigade was 
‘halted. From time to time some of our men would 
fall, and I sent repeated word to the rear to try to get 
authority to attack the hills in front. 

Finally Gen. Sumner, who was fighting the division 
in fine shape, sent word to advance. The word was 
brought to me by Mills, who said that my orders. were 
to support the regulars in the assault on the hills, and 
that my objective would be the re4-tiled ranch house in 
front, on a hill which we afterwards christened Kettle 
Hill. 

I had not enjoyed the Guasimas fight at all, 
I uad been so uncertain as 
to what I ought to do. But 
the San Juan fight was en- 
tirely different. The Span- 
iards had a hard position 
to attack, it is true, but we 
could see them, and I knew 
exactly how to proceed. 

I kept on_ horseback, 
merely because I found it 
difficult to convey orders 
along the line, as the men 
were lying down; and it is 
always hard to get men to 
start when they cannot see 
whether their comrades are 
also going.

after line until I found my- 
self at the head of the regi- 
ment. By the time I had 
reached the lines of the regulars of the first brigade I 
had come to the conclusion that it was silly to stay in 
the valley firing at the hills, because that was really 
where we were most exposed, and that the thing to do 
was to try to rush the intrenchments. 

Where I struck‘ the regulars there was no one of 
superior rank to mine, and after asking why they did 
not charge, and being answered that they had no orders, 
I said I would give the order. 


There was naturally a little reluctance shown by the 


elderly officer in command to accept my order, so I 
said: “Then let my men through, sir,” and I marched 
through, followed by my grinning men. 

The younger officers and the enlisted men of the reg- 
ulars jumped up and joined us. I waved my hat and 
we went up the hill with a rush. Having taken it, we 
looked across at the Spaniards in the trenches under 
the San Juan blockhouse to our left, which Hawkins’ 
brigade was assaulting. I ordered our men to open fire 
on the Spaniards in the trenches. 

Memory plays funny trick in such a fight, where 
things happen quickly, and all kinds of mental images 
succeed one another in a detached kind of way, while 
the work goes on. As I gave the order in question there 
slipped through my mind Mahan’s account of Nelson’s 
orders that each ship as it sailed forward, if it saw 
another ship engaged with an enemy ’s ship, should rake 
the latter as it passed. 

When Hawkins’ soldiers captured the blockhouse, I, 
very much elated, ordered a charge on my own hook 
to a line of hills still farther on. Hardly anybody heard 
this order, however; only four. men started with me, 
three of whom were shot. I gave one of them, who was 
wounded, my canteen of water, and ran back, much ir- 
ritated that I had not been followed—which was quite 
unjustifiable, because I found that nobody had heard 
my orders. 

Gen. Sumner had come up by this time, and I asked 
his permission to lead the charge. He ordered me to 
do so, and this time away we went, and stormed the 
Spanish intrenchments. There was some close fight- 
ing, and we took a few prisoners. We also captured 
some Spanish provisions, and ate them that night with 
great relish. 

One of the items was salted flying fish, by the way, 
There were also bottles of wine and jugs of fiery spirit, 
and as soon as possible I had these broken, although 
not before one or two of my men had taken too mucl 
liquor. 

‘Lieut. Howze, of the regulars, an aid of Gen. Sula 
ner’s, brought me an order to halt where t was; Ii 
could not make up his mind to return until he had spent 
an hour or two with us under fire. 
‘' The Spaniards attempted to counter-attack in the 
middle of the afternoon, but were driven back without 
effort, our men laughing and cheering as they rose to 
fire; because hitherto they had been assaulting breast- 
works, or lying still under artillery fire, and they were 
glad to get a chance to shgot at the Spaniards in the 
open. 

We lay on our arms that night, and as we were 
drenched with sweat, and had no blankets save a few 
we took from the dead Spaniards, we found even the 
tropic night chilly before morning came, : 

During the afternoon's fighting, while I w§@_ she high- 
est officer at our immediate part of the front, Capts. 
Boughton: and Morton of the regular cavalry, two as 
fine officers as any man could wish to have beside him 
in battle, came along the firing line to tell me that they 


had heard a rumor that we might fall back, and that n 


they wished to record their emphatic protest against 
any such course. 

I did not believe there was any truth in the rumor, 
for the Spaniards were utterly incapable of any effective 
counter-attack. However, late in the evening, after the 
fight, Gen. Wheeler visited us at the front, and he 
‘old me to keep myself in readiness, as at any moment 
it might be decided to fall back. Jack Greenway was 
beside me when Gen. Wheeler was speaking. 

I answered: “Well, General, I really don’t know 
whether we would obey an order to fall back. We can

the advance was halted only because we received orders 
not to move forward, but to stay on the crest of the cap- 
tured hill and hold it. 

We are always told that 3-o’clock-in-the-morning 
courage -is the most desirable kfnd. Well, my men and 
the regulars of the cavalry had just that brand of 
courage. At about 3 o’clock on the morning after the 
first fight, shooting began in our front, and there was 
an alarm of a Spanish advance. 

‘I was never more pleased than to see,the way in which 
the hungry, tired, shabby men all jumped up and ran 
forward to the hill crest, so as to be ready for the at- 
tack, which, however, did not come. As soon as the 
sun rose the Spaniards again opened upon us with 
artillery. 

A shell burst between Dave Goodrich and myself, 
blacking us with powder and killing and wounding sev- 
eral of the men immediately behind us. ; 

Next day the fight turned into a siege; there were 
some stirring incidents; but for the most part it was 
trench work. A fortnight later Santiago surrendered. 
Wood won his brigadier-generalship by the capital way 
in which he handled his brigade in the fight and in the 
following siege. -He was put in command of the cap- 
tured city; and in a few days I succeeded to the com- 
mand of the brigade. 

The health of the troops was not good, and speedily 
became very bad. There was some dysentery, and a 
little yellow fever. The Washington authorities had 
behaved better than those in actual command of the 
expedition at one crisis.

Immediately after the first day’s fighting around 

Santiago the latter had hinted by cable to Washington 
that they might like to withdraw, and Washington 
had emphatically vetoed the proposal. 
I record this all the more gladly, because there were 
ot too many gleams of good sense shown in the home 
management of the war; although I wish to repeat 
that the real blame for this rested primarily with us 
ourselves, the people of the United States, who had for 
years pursued in military matters a policy that rendered 
it certain that there would be ineptitude and failure 
in high places if ever a crisis came. 

After the siege the people in Washington showed no 
knowledge whatever of the conditions around Santi- 
azo, and proposed to keep the army there. This would 
have meant that at least three-fourths of the men would 
either have died or have been permanently invalided, as 
a virulent form of malaria was widespread, and there was 
steady growth of dysentery and other complaints. 
No object of any kind was to be gained by keeping 
the army in or near the captured city.

Vaccination for. : 
hay fever. 


R. EDWARD J. BROWN of Min- 
neapolis writes to the Journal 
of the American Medical As- 

sociation urging physicians to 
try vaccination for bay fever, the season 
for which is now at its height. 

“A personal experience leads to this 

letter,’ he writes. “Two years ago I 
olle ted some ragweed pollen and placed 
{ dram in 1 ov: e of glyserol (glycer- 
ine). After reacing your editorial J] 
groilu the pollen and glycerol and fil. 
tered. washing the residue to make 2 
ounces, and adding phenol (carbolic 
acid) to 0.5 per cent. My son being a 
hay fever subject, I washed his arm with 
ether, placed a small platinum loopful of 
the Vaccine on it and made a minute 
scratch not to exceed one-eighth inch 
through it with a similar scratch for 
control at a dfstance of two inches. The 
excess of reaction at the vaccinated spot 
was almost negligible. 
@ “Three days later, to test the possi- 
bility of the increase of sensitiveness, 
the experiment was repeatetl in the same 
way. Within five minutes a weal was 
present three-eighths inch in diameter, 
and surrounded by a congested and infil- 
trated area one and one-half inches in 
diameter, and with the sharp sensation 
of a mosquito bite. As a further control 
I asked my friend, Dr. L. L. Ten Broeck, 
to apply the test to my arm. He did 
so, but with from five to 10 times: the 
amount of scarification. The result was 
absolutely nil. A test three days later 
was equally without result. 
. “Making 1: 1000 and 1: 1,000,000 diélu- 
tions it is ‘perfectly easy to make ana 
use this vaccine and with such begin- 
ning doses as are entirely safe. If the 
thousands of physicians who have hay 
fever patients would take the compara- 
tively little trouble of carrying out such 
a technic as I have described, or a bet- 
ter one, and make vacinal injections as 
suggested in your editorial, great results 
might be secured in a single season in 
determining the value of such treat- 
ments, The pollen is ready.” 


~ Fire in Sfeel 
Shavings. 


ACTORIES and machine _ shops 
which produce largé quantities 
of steel shavings from their 


lathes may take heed from a les- 
son recently taught at a large dynamo 
dactory in Plainfield, N. J. In the yard 
of this factory the steel chips: are piled 
up until there is a sufficient quantity to 
make a carload: 

While a large pile of these chips was 
waiting for a car to take it away work- 
men set fire to some rubbish near by. 
This heated the steel and soon there was 
plainly visib'e a column of smoke issu- 
ing from the pile. Then the city fire 
department was called and after a heavy 
stream of water was played upon the steel 
it was thought to be extinguished. 

However, the next morning the pile was 
smoking and flaming as vigorously as 
before and it was netessary to rake the 
shavings apart before ihe flames could 
be subdued. The: fire was obviously start- 
ed on account of oxidation taking place 
faster than the resulting heat could be 
conducted away from the steel, which 
was very finely divided, and when the 
chips became heated from an outside 
source the phenomenon of combustion 
actually took place. 


Can plants 
feel? 


HERE is little doubt that, before 
long, we shall have yet further 
to revise our views concerning 
the sensations of plants. says 

a writer in the Scientific Ame.:can. For 
some time it has been recognized, for in- 
stance, that vegetable tissue is capable 
of a response to the stimuli of light and 
heat. It has always been argued that 
plants could not feel pain or discomfort 
because they have no nerves. The mod- 
ern physiologist asks himself the ques- 
tion, what are nerves? To this there is 
only one answer—modified and highly 
specialized protoplasm. We have seen 
that the life basis is practically the same 
in both plant and animal, and there is 
no reason why the protoplasm in the 
plant should not be able to act as a rudi- 
mentary nervous system. As we now 
know, the protoplasm is not confined to 
. the cells of the plant; tiny strands of 
the living matter are aole to pass through 
the walls, and thus keep up some sort 
’ of- communication throughout the entire 
- plant. These threads of protoplasm have 
often been spoken of as the nerves of 
the plant. This they are most decidedly, 
not in the ordinary sense of the word. 
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JOY RIDING UNDER THE OCEAN A. 
POSSIBILITY. 
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England and France, indicate 

that the great sport of the gilded 
youth of a decade or more hénce will be 
submarine joyriding, says La Science et 
la Vie. The sport will be at least as safe 
as aeroplaning is now, ana certainly it 
will be full of novelty. 


All the gay young enthusiast will have 
to do will be to get James and Charles 
to assist him to put on his self-pumping 
diving suit and oil up his submarine 
auto. Then he can take a little spin 
under water out to the nearest island 
roadhouse and get back in time to dress 
for the theater, unless he bumps into an 
unchartcd coral reef. 

Already the diving suit is practically 
completed and the vehicle is being per- 
fected. The diving suit gets away from 
the old-fashioned style by which air was 
supplied to the diver by means of a 
pump on land or on a boat. A person 
wearing it uses only a signal cord to 
communicate with those ashore. If he is 
ultra fastidious he may replace this by 
a telephone wire or a speaking tube, al- 
though either would be rather cumber- 
some. 

The suit is made of leather and en- 
velops the whole body, terminating at 
the feet in huge lead or brass shoes and 
at the head in a helmet of much the 
same general style as those generally in 
use. The diver literally carries his own 
fresh air and pump with him. 

The pumping aparafus is fastened to 
his back, much like a huge, old-fashioned 
soldier’s knapsack. At the bottom are 
two compressed air tubes and above them 
is a pump which the diver can operate 
with his own hands.

through a series of valves. Similarly ex- 
halations are forced out through another 
series of valves. The latter may be op- 
erated by twisting the helmet with the 
head in a certain way. For emergencies 
another set of valves to be worked with 
the hands is provided. 

If the exhalation valves fail to work, 
the result is that the diver’s costume be- 
comes inflated like a ballcon and he is 
lifted to the surface of the water. This 
inflation would invariably happen within 
a short time if the diver lost conscious- 
ness. If the inhalation valves should 
become clogged, the diver would then 
have to resort to his signal rope. Glass 
on all sides of-the helmet enables him 
to see what he is about. 

The new diving “sled,” as it is called, 
is made of metal, resting upon two flat 
surfaces that curve upward in front like 
a sled. It also has rudders and steering 
wings resembling those of aeroplanes. 

It is fitted with compressed air tanks 
and with cartridges of potash. When it 
is desired to submerge the sled or to 
lower its depth in the water, the com- 
pressed air ic_.llowed to escape and the 
machine drev Mf its own weight. Chem- 
ical action in the potash cartridge re- 
news the air supply in part, so that it is 
possible to cause the machine to rise by 
a reverse action. It must be taken to 
the surface about once every three hours 
to renew these cartridges. 

The sled gets its momentum from a 
motorboat on the surface. Attached to 
the motor boat by a cord, the machine 
moves through the water on much the 
same principle as a kite moves through 
the air-when controlled by a string. 

Inveritors have but to solve the prob- 
lem of running the sled with its own 
power to make under-water joyriding 
possible. 


Radium rays for eve disease. 


HE beneficial effects which radi- 
um and mesothorium are capable 
» 

of exercising in cases of eye dis- 
ease were described by Prof 
Koster of The Hague at the International 
Medical Congress in London, He had, he 
said, seen a case where a man of 60, who 
was practically blind and had to be led 
by his wife, could walk alone after a fort- 
night, and three months later could easily 
read a newspaper. A few years had 
elapsed since then, and he was still able 
to read. This was a case of leucoma after 
Ceratitis tuberculosa, which had affected 
the eyes years before. He had found 
that the progression of cataracts had 
very often stopped under the influence 
of radium rays; but that was also seen 
when the disease was healed by mercury 
or in any other way. It did not, there- 
fore, show a direct influence of the rays 

on the diseased lens. 


His experience led him to think it prob- 
able that they could not entertain the 
hope that a developed cataract could be- 
come clearer again or could be “resorbed” 
under the influence of the rays. But the 
same way as the progression of the com- 
plicated cataract might be stopped, it 
might be possible also, to stop in certain 
cases the cataracta sensilis. It was ad- 
visable to try the effect of the radium on 
a series of cataracts in old age and com- 
pare the results with a similar number 
of cases not treated in that manner. 


In his opinion there was no affection 
of the eye where the radium rays might 
not be tried, even with glaucoma. Now 
that they had actually proved that many 


diseases could be successfully treated by 
radium its application was a rational 
proceeding in any case where all other 
means of treatment had failed. 
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Cuf nerves can 
De spliced. 


OME extraordinary operations in- 
volving transplanting have re- 
cently been performed on the 
nerves. At a meeting of the 

North Middlesex Medical Society, Lowell, 
Mass., Dr. Howard K. Tuttle of the 
Massachusetts State Infirmary described 
a@ recent case in which the patient has 
already been restored to almost nerma! 
strength. 

The case was that of a laborer who 
had got into.a fight and received a stab 
wound in the neck above the left collar- 
bone. The wound had been sewn up and 
healed, but the man suffered from com- 
plete motor and partial sensory paralysis 
of the left arm. The fifth and sixth car- 
vical nerves—emerging from the spine 
in the region of the neck-—had been cut 
When operated upon it was 
found that one end of each had retracted 
or drawn back right to the spinal col- 
umn. The other end of each had degen- 
erated for about three-quarters of an 
inch. On account of this retraction and 
degerenation it was not possible to bring 
the ends of the nerves together directly. 

The surgeon split the degenerated end 
of the upper nerve trunk for about half 
an inch below the degeneration, severed 
a branch of the fourth carvical nerve, 
implanted it into the srlit and sutured 
it with linen. The wound was sewn up, 
a drainage tube being left in for two 
days. A week later the stitches were 
removed. Twenty-two days after the 
operation the man was able to move his 
arm and grasp with his hand. Four 
more days and feeling was returning to 
his shoulder. Twice a week he received 
treatment with faradic electricity. His 
arm continued to grow gradually strong- 
er, and little more than three months 
after the nerve-splicing he was working 
in a b'!acksmith shop and using his arm 
very handily. 


Fomifes Should be 
disinfected. 


HINGS that will preserve the 
germs of diseases alive and ac- 
tive for a considerable time are 


called fomites. Astonishment 
has been expressed in medical circles at 
the report of the Committee on Commu- 
nicable Diseases, which was published in 
the American Journal of Public Health 
last spring, saying: “It is fairly well 
admitted by all observers that measles 
is not transmitted by fomites,” and that 
“scarlet fever is transmitted by contact 
alone and that all apparent evidence to 
the contrary is based upon lack of knowl- 
edge or a misapprehension of the facts.” 

The editor of the Medical Council dis- 
sents from this view in the words “the 
only safe fomites are the thoroughly dis- 
infected ones.” Dr. J. T. Ainslee Walker 
of New York, a distinguished authority 
on chemistry, assails in the Medical 
Record the findings of the committee and 
quotes to the contrary the official orders 
about disinfection of rooms and clothing 
used by patients, issued in Europe. 

Dr. Walker algo cites an incident re- 
lated by Ernest Shackleton on his return 
from his unsuccessful attempt to “reach 
the South Pole. 

“Some articles of clothing,” he says, 
“were taken from a chest which had not 
been opened from the start of the expe- 
dition three months before, and which 
consequently had no opportunity of be- 
coming infected during the latter period. 
This clothing was distributed among six 
members of the party, four of whom 
within 36 hours developed sore throats. 
Having regard to the fact that the party 
had been living in the frozen regions for 
the greater part of the period mentioned 
—i. e., away from all other possible 
sources of infection—and were at the 
time in robust health, this incident in 
itself proves conclusively that infection 
can readily be transmitted by meang of 
fomites.”
